1. Applicant's Terminal Disclaimer filed on July 10, 2000 in response to the Examiner's Final 
Office Action has been reviewed. 

2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest individually or in combination a first bypass, 
executing on at least the first node and coupled to the file system, by transferring data 
designated by that request between the first node and the peripheral device over the third 
communications pathway in accord with administrative information maintained by the file 
system pertaining to storage of that data on the peripheral storage device as set forth in claims 
1, 18, 27, 29, and 38. 

Claims 2-17, 19-26, 28, 30-37, and 39 being fiirther limiting to claims 1, 18, 27, 29, and 38 
are also allowed.
